X invited him. because 
he claimed expertise in seven languages (including Russian, translated in intelligence) 
and because there seemed to be, as 1 now remember, references in four languages in what 
seemed to liave meaning in that message, I asked him if he’d care to go over it. I haven't 
heard iron him since. 

This is not to an accusation, hut when lie didn’t came at the appointed time, 
didn't phone, didn't write, anu when ha said lie was going to hiarni when the most explicit 
reference in that letter was to hew Hampshire, I suspended work on that "translation".

I kno. from personal experience the subtleties of which people so afflicted are 
capable, have seen the deceptions of which they are capable, and know the mercurial changes 
in" per sonali ty and capabilities that can't be predicted, after 30 years my recollections 
of some of those things are pretty sharp.

It is tliat some- 
one with protective responsibilities undertake to arrange for consultations vdth imaginative 
people who are familiar with a wide variety of things tliat could bo interests of the sick 
intellectual, from the antiquities to science fiction (the novel is I&g2£» °V 

Bavid Duncan). Scholarship alone .'sight not be adequate credentials, in my view. I tliink 
tha t among experts who might be drawn upon, there should be a quest for the most uninhibited 
minds, the most imaginative people. One of tho means of finding them might bo through 
editors at publishing houses. 

Referring to our previous correspondence, some remains unanswered. I'd appreciate 
answers or an explanation of why none has been provided.
